Mr.  Hoover  Warns  Students 
Against  Communism 

We  read  much  of  the  influence  of  communism  in  our 
educational  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Whether  this 
is  widespread  or  not,  no  attempt  is  made  to  say.  However, 
certainly  there  are  to  be  found  in  these  institutions  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  who  appear  in  the  roles  of  liberals  hold- 
ing views  which  would  seem  to  have  communistic  leanings. 

Recently   J.    Edgar    Hoover,    Director   of    the    Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation,  has  treated  this  subject  from  the 
standpoint   of    the    student.     He   states 
that    the    college   student    is    "the    rich 

earth  which   the   Communist   conspira-  

tor  hopes  to  till,"  that  his  mind  "is 
the  soil  in  which  he  hopes  to  plant 
alien  seed,"  that  the  harvest  he  seeks  is 
the  destruction  of  our  democratic  pro- 
cess of  government.  He  then  asks  what 
the  college  student  can  do  about  com- 
munism and  states  that  "awareness  of 
the  danger  is  the  first  requisite  to  com- 
bating that  danger."  He  says  that  the 
student  should  know  his  enemy  and 
what  communism  really  means,  "not 
what  its  apologists  say  it  means."  Fur- 
thermore he  warns  against  so  called 
"Fronts."  These  "Fronts"  or  organi- 
zations often  are  given  names  which 
are  calculated  to  attract  but  give  no 
indication  of  just  what  the  objective 
is.  He  warns  against  affiliating  with 
such  organizations. 

After     learning     what     communism 
means,  which   Mr.   Hoover  says — and 
correctly — is   "the   antithesis  of   Chris- 
tianity," the  student  should  familiarize 
himself  with  the  history  of  America  and 
learn   from  the  documents,  books,   and 
letters  of  the  "giants  who  with  faith  and 
prayer"  shaped  and  moulded  our  government.    This  rather 
large    assignment    might    discourage    the   student,    but   he 
should  certainly  find  out  as  best  he  can  just  what  com- 
munism means  and  contrast  it  with  what  our  democratic 
government  stands  for. 

It  is  perfectly  true  that  the  college  student  often  desires 
change  and  is  inclined  to  be  impatient  with  the  order  as 
is  and  is  impressionable,  and  without  giving  the  matter 
due  consideration  is  disposed  to  accept  the  views  of  others, 
not  realizing  their  full  import.  Mr.  Hoover  urges  that  the 
student  be  on  the  alert  and  guard  himself  against  insidious 
influences.  There  is  no  question  of  the  fact  that  the  com- 
munist can  so  color  and  dress  up  these  "Fronts"  that  the 
fact  that  thev  are  subversive  organizations  is  anything  but 
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apparent.  Mr.  Hoover  further  states  that  communism 
feeds  on  ignorance,  it  seeks  change,  and  lastly  that  com- 
munism wears  a  "cloak  of  many  colors."  He  urges  the 
student  to  learn  to  recognize  these  colors  so  that  no  act 
of  his  will  tend  to  bring  about  "the  destructive  harvest 
which  the  communist  seeks." 

In  brief,  the  student  should  be  on  the  alert  and  on  his 
guard  at  all  times  and  should  avoid  being  deceived  by  these 
"Fronts"  or  joining  them  and  adding  his  name  to  their 
petitions  and  their  rolls.  No  one  could  be  better  qualified 
than  Mr.  Hoover  to  see  this  danger  and  point  it  out  to 
the  college  student  and  warn  him  against  it. 

As  has  been  stated  many,  many  times, 
college  students  are  the  citizens  of  to- 
morrow, and  nothing  could  be  more 
important  than  that  they  should  carry 
forward  the  principles  laid  down  by 
our  forefathers  who  established  with 
such  care  and  thoroughness  our  demo- 
cratic form  of  government.  Of  all 
people  they  should  be  free  from  such 
destructive  doctrines  as  communism, 
which  by  its  teachings  is  endeavoring 
to  throttle  and  dominate  the  whole 
world. 
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The  Rev.  Thomas  W. 
Hooper,  D.D. 


Thomas  W.  Hooper  of  the  Class  of 
'00,  whose  health  had  become  impaired 
last  summer,  was  taken  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospital  in  Rich- 
mond and  later  removed  to  McGuire's 
Veterans  Hospital,  where  he  died  on 
October  15th.  He  occupied  a  place 
unique  among  our  alumni.  While  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  in  addition  to  being 
an  excellent  student,  he  was  outstand- 
ing in  extracurricular  activities.  He  played  in  the  back- 
field  on  the  football  teams  of  1899  and  1900.  These  were 
two  of  the  most  highly  rated  football  teams  which  the 
college  has  ever  turned  out.  The  team  of  1 900  had  the 
distinction  of  not  being  scored  upon  during  the  entire 
season  and  won  by  decisive  scores  from  such  teams  as 
William  and  Mary,  Richmond,  and  Randolph-Macon. 
A  striking  example  of  the  caliber  of  this  team  is  the  fact 
that  it  played  three  games  in  four  days,  winning  all  of 
the  contests.  In  addition  to  playing  on  the  varsity  baseball 
team,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Glee  Club,  and  on  the  edi- 
torial staff  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine.  He  was 
active  in  the  Union  Literary  Society,  in  fact,  outstanding 
in  almost  every  college  activity.    He  was  a  member  of  Pi 
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Kappa  Alpha  Social  Fraternity  and  widely  popular. 

Upon  his  graduation  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  1900 
he  was  appointed  fellow  for  the  next  year  and  in  1901  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  B.S.  After  teaching  several  years  he 
entered  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.D.  He  was  for  more 
than  forty  years  pastor  of  the  Culpeper  Presbyterian 
Church  and  held  this  position  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  1926  Hampden-Sydney  conferred  upon  him  the  de- 
gree of  D.D.  I  le  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Hooper, 
D.D.,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  T S5 5  and  served 
as  Chaplain  of  the  C.  S.  A.  His  brother,  W.  D.  Hooper, 
of  the  Class  of  '89,  was  for  many  years  Professor  of  Latin 
at  the  University  of  Georgia,  a  position  he  held  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born 
in  Selma,  Alabama,  November  2,  1880,  where  his  father 
was  then  pastor.  Later  his  father  moved  to  Christians- 
burg,  Virginia,  when  his  son  was  eight  years  of  age,  and 
it  was  from  this  place  that  he  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

Remarkably  strong,  stocky,  muscular,  weighing  but  140 
pounds,  he  was  somewhat  small  in  stature  and  his  college 
mates  nicknamed  him  "Syn,"  apparently  an  abbreviation 
of  "syncopated"  by  reason  of  his  lack  of  height.  This  name 
clung  to  him  throughout  his  life,  especially  among  his 
familiars,  but  he  was  also  called  Tom  by  many. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  this  country  was 
drawn  into  World  War  I  and  Tom  Hooper  promptly 
volunteered,  he  was  asked  what  was  his  business  or  pro- 
fession, and  upon  stating  that  he  was  a  minister,  he  was 
told,  "What  you  wish  is  to  enter  the  service  as  a  Chaplain." 
His  reply  was,  "No,  I  desire  to  fight  in  the  line. "  He  was 
accepted  and  entered  an  officer's  training  camp  and  after 
the  prescribed  course  was  commissioned  as  a  lieutenant. 
He  rose  to  the  rank  of  Captain  and  served  with  great  gal- 
lantry in  France,  being  in  command  of  Company  K  ?ioth 
Infantry,  Soth  Division,  and  earned  the  title  of  "The 
lighting  Parson."  He  took  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offen- 
sive and  in  one  phase  of  the  Meuse-Argonne.  He  was 
tremendously  popular  with  the  bovs  in  his  company,  many 
of  whom  were  Pennsylvanians.  After  the  war  a  number 
of  these  men  kept  in  touch  with  him  and  he  was  made 
much  of  at  reunions  of  his  Company  whenever  and  where- 
ever  these  reunions  were  held.  He  visited  the  homes  of 
some  of  the  members  of  his  company,  and  some  of  them  also 
visited  him.  He  was  active  in  Masonry  and  was  Past 
Grand  Master  in  Virginia,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
Past  Grand  Commander.  He  was  one  of  the  best  known 
men  in  Masonry  in  the  State  of  Virginia  and  his  acquaint- 
ance was  state  wide  and  his  friends  legion.  The  high  re- 
gard which  was  accorded  him  by  his  brother  Masons  is 
testified  to  by  the  splendid  tribute  paid  to  him  in  the 
November  number  of  the  Masonic  Herald. 

He  was  remarkably  quick  in  his  movements  and  equally 
alert  mentally,  being  a  stimulating  and  cheering  com- 
panion always  ready  with  an  appropriate  retort. 

Hampden-Sydney  never  had  a  more  devoted  and  loyal 
alumnus  or  one  who  more  freouentlv  paid  a  return  visit 
to  his  alma  mater.  Ili>  death  is  the  occasion  of  great 
sorrow  among  his  multitude  of  friends  and  creates  a  real 
void  in  the  ranks  of  our  alumni. 


Here's  To  Old  Hampden-Sydney 
(Sotto  Voce) 

For  the  first  time  within  our  recollection,  an  "imported" 
band  undertook  to  play  the  Hampden-Sydney  hymn  at 
the  last  Homecoming  between  the  halves  of  the  game  with 
Emory  and  Henry.  Perhaps  this  was  because  the  director 
of  the  excellent  Norview  High  School  Band.  W.  Chile 
Duvall,  is  a  Hampden-Sydney  man,  class  of  1938.  At 
any  rate,  it  was  a  marvel  to  hear,  for  the  melody,  although 
a  simple  one,  seems  to  br  quite  unknown  outside  the 
bounds  of  Hampden-Sydney.  (The  band  also  played  the 
Emory  and  Henry  hymn,  but  this  is  a  familiar  piece  of 
music  used  by  Cornell,  Vanderbilt,  and  apparently  dozens 
of  other  colleges  for  their  alma  mater.) 

It  was  a  thrilling  moment  when  this  large  band  swung 
into  formation  in  front  of  the  Tiger  stands  and  let  go  with 
those  solemn  but  stirring  strains.  Vet  it  was  something 
of  a  shock  to  realize  that,  so  far  as  we  could  tell,  not  a 
Hampden-Sydneyite  in  the  large  crowd  was  lifting  his 
voice  to  join  with  the  band  in  salute,  "Here's  to  old 
Hampden-Sydney  .  .  .  ."  Unless  maybe  they  were  doing 
even  as  we  were,  singing  it  to  ourselves,  sotto  voce. 

The  sad  fact  is  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  hymn  is  on 
its  way  out.  It  is  never  sung  at  games  any  more,  nor  at 
other  gatherings.  A  few  years  ago  the  Glee  Club  had  to 
go  through  an  agonizing  rehearsal  to  get  it  ready  for  a 
tape  recording ;  it  was  not  part  of  their  repertoire.  Its 
only  survival  seems  to  be  at  commencement,  when  it  be- 
comes the  duty  of  the  graduating  class  to  sing  it  as  their 
last  act  together.  However,  these  days  not  even  the  seniors 
are  very  well  prepared  to  sing  the  hymn.  Most  of  them 
have  to  be  supplied  w  ith  copies  of  the  words,  anil  a  re- 
hearsal or  two  is  required. 

"A  Glass  of  the  Finest"  apparently  is  faring  about  as 
poorly.  It  seemed  to  hang  on  a  little  longer  at  athletic 
contests,  but  it  too  is  fading  away.  The  other  songs  that 
used  to  ring  out  at  every  pep  meeting  and  game — "I'm 
a  Tiger  Born,"  "Round  the  End,  Over  the  Line," 
"Here's  to  Old  Hampden-Sydney,  Drink  Her  Down" — 
have  all  disappeared. 

The  American  people  have  never  been  a  singing  people, 
as  compared  with  those  of  other  nations.  Perhaps  modern 
college  life  is  no  longer  conducive  to  the  cultivation  of 
college  songs.  The  automobile,  radio,  and  television  are 
altering  collegiate  as  well  as  folk  mores. 

One  possible  solution  to  this  unhappy  disappearance  of 
the  college  song  would  be  tape  recordings.  Let  Mario 
Lanza  and  the  M.  G.  M.  male  chorus  record  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney songs  (no  Kathryn  Grayson  for  this  occasion, 
please).  Let  the  amplifying  system  be  turned  up  to  full 
volume,  and  once  more,  over  the  football  field,  at  the 
S.  C.  A.  reception,  or  wherever  needed,  the  glorious  words 
will  thunder  triumphantly  forth,  as  they  did  of  yore.

Interesting  Items 

•     The  North  Carolina-Virginia  conference  of  the  Con 
gregational    Christian    Church    last    November    voted    its 
support  for  a  $2,500,000  program  which   is  expected  to 
nearly  double  the  facilities  of  Elon  College. 
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Should  The  Seminary  And 
College  Have  Stayed  Together? 

The  days  when  Union  Theological  Seminary  was  a  part 
of  the  Hampden-Sydney  scene  are  almost  ancient  history. 
They  are  recalled  briefly  in  two  articles  in  this  issue  of 
The  Record — the  letter  from  Thomas  Ballard  Blake,  'oo, 
and  the  review  of  the  book  by  Ambassador  John  Leighton 
Stuart,  '96.  The  bitter  struggle  over  the  removal  of  the 
Seminary  to  Richmond  in  the  1890's  is  vividly  recounted 
in  that  fine  work,  The  Life  and  Letters  of  Walter  11  . 
Moore,  by  Dr.  J.  Gray  McAllister,  '94,  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  from  1905  to  1908. 

Reading  over  that  story  again  recently,  we  found  our- 
selves stirred  by  the  excitement  of  the  epic  debate  which 
raged  on  the  subject  of  removal.  Sentiment  and  logic 
swayed  us  this  way  and  that  as  we  read.  In  the  struggle 
of  the  90's  it  was  logic  which  finally  triumphed  over  senti- 
ment and  the  Seminary  was  relocated  in  Richmond.  The 
outcome  still  leaves  us  free  to  wander  in  the  realms  of 
'"might-have-been" — a  pastime  as  fascinating  in  this  in- 
stance as  to  wonder  what  would  have  happened  if  Alex- 
ander the  Great  had  lived  to  a  riper  age  or  if  Lee  had 
won  at  Gettysburg  or  Wellington  had  lost  the  Battle  of 
Waterloo. 

Had  the  Seminary  remained  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
would  the  coming  of  the  automobile  and  good  roads  ob- 
viated the  isolation  of  its  location  and  enabled  it  to  main- 
tain and  enhance  the  enrollment  and  prestige  which  it  had 
at  that  time  and  which  it  has  so  well  upheld  in  Richmond? 
Certainly  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  is  as  isolated  as  Hampden- 
Sydney,  yet  the  Seminary  there  apparently  continues  to 
do  outstanding  work. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  Hampden-Sydney  College  had 
moved  to  Richmond  along  with  Union  Seminary,  as  Dr. 
Moore  and  others  urged,  would  this  have  been  the  be- 
ginning of  the  great  Presbyterian  University  that  the 
Southern  church  has  never  been  able  to  create?  Located 
in  that  thriving  and  beautiful  city,  the  college  would 
undoubtedly  have  received  much  of  the  civic  and  financial 
support  that  has  gone  to  the  LTniversity  of  Richmond. 
Would  that  compensate  for  the  loss  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
present  surroundings  and  the  character  which  are  so  much 
the  product  of  these  surroundings? 

Those  days  were  days  of  material  crisis  for  Hampden- 
Sydney — days  when  sometimes  its  very  existence  seemed 
threatened.  Yet  it  clung  to  its  ancestral,  historical,  tra- 
ditional home.  Today  the  period  of  financial  crisis  is 
over,  and  there  are  few  who  know  the  College  who  would 
want  it  anywhere  else.  But  still  it  must  ever  haunt  our 
fancy,  what  would  Hampden-Sydney  be  like  today  if  it 
now  stood  at  the  corner  of  Westwood  Avenue  and  Brook 


Road  in  Richmond?

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Dear  Alumnus: 

I  do  not  know  when  this  letter  will  reach  you.  I  am 
writing  close  enough  to  November  the  thirteenth  for  that 
day  still  to  he  fresh  in  my  mind.  I  only  wish  every  alumnus 
could  have  been  here.  The  day  itself  was  perfect,  the  fall 
foliage  still  near  its  height,  a  crowd  of  around  three 
thousand,  and  a  stirring  football  game.  The  fact  that  the 
score  was  Hampden-Sydney  twenty-three,  Randolph- 
Macon  nothing,  in  no  way  marred  the  occasion.  The 
opinion  has  been  expressed  that  it  was  one  of  the  best  days 
in  the  life  of  the  College  for  a  long  time. 

The  presence  of  so  many  alumni,  parents,  and  friends 
greatly  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  day.  The  Norfolk 
alumni  brought  with  them  twelve  boys.  They  hope  to  see 
them  at  Hampden-Sydney  next  year. 

The  enrollment  for  the  present  session  wound  up  at 
three  hundred  and  forty-five,  which  is  beyond  our  present 
capacity.  It  was  necessary  to  deny  admission  to  some. 
Enrollment  now  appears  to  be  rising  all  over  the  country. 
The  College  will  have  to  decide  immediately  on  whether 
or  not  it  is  wise  to  increase.  In  this  connection,  the  fact 
of  the  cost  of  expansion  must  be  kept  in  mind.  Hampden- 
Sydney  could  hardly  go  to  five  hundred  without  an  addi- 
tional  $2,000,000. 

I  believe  that  those  of  our  alumni  who  haven't  seen  the 
"(  )lii  (  iym"  will  be  delighted  with  the  change.  We  now 
have  a  splendid  infirmary  and  thirteen  additional  rooms 
for  dormitory  space.  The  alumni  offices  were  completely 
renovated  ;  also  the  lounge. 

The  Fund  is  going  very  well.  At  this  writing  the 
amount  received  is  $33,882.38  from  7S0  contributors.  I 
cannot  refrain  from  saving  that  if  we  can  obtain  an  addi- 
tional $14,743.04  by  May  31st,  it  will  mean  that  the 
Fund    had   secured    a   half   million    dollars    in    its    life   of 


fifteen  years.  Its  value  to  the  College,  both  in  money  and 
in  encouragement,  is  very  great. 

Recently  a  representative  of  the  A.  N.  Marquis  Com- 
pany visited  the  campus.  He  said  that  Hampden-Sydney 
was  still  in  the  first  ten  of  the  institutions  having  the 
highest  percentage  of  their  graduates  in  Who's  Who.  He 
also  said  that  U.  S.  Steel  had  requested  his  Compam  to 
make  a  study  of  all  educational  institutions  in  the  United 
States  for  the  purpose  of  finding  thirty  colleges  and  uni- 
versities worthy  of  the  interest  and  help  of  the  corporation. 
Hampden-Sydney  was  in  this  group. 

Thus  far  this  session  there  have  been  three  meetings 
of  our  alumni  chapters — Richmond,  Charleston,  and 
Petersburg.    All  three  were  exceptionally  good.

Interesting  Items 


•  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  placed  in  the  budget  of 
the  Synod  of  Virginia  for  $41,571.  This  is  about  3.7% 
in  a  total  budget  of  $1,112,591. 

O  Dr.  Francis  K.  Lankford,  Jr.,  professor  of  education 
at  the  University  of  Virginia,  will  succeed  Dr.  Dabney  S. 
Lancaster  as  president  of  Longwood  College,  Farmville, 
on  July  1,  1955- 

•  A  recent  poll  at  Davidson  College  regarding  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court's  anti-segregation  decision  showed  44.8% 
favorable  and  44.6%  opposed  to  the  decision.  About  half 
of  the  student  body  voted. 

•  Randolph-Macon  College  (at  Ashland)  has  recently 
received  an  anonymous  gift  of  $225,000  for  the  establish- 
ment of  scholarships  "to  find  and  develop  men  for  moral 
leadership."  In  these  days  of  advancing  costs  of  education 
and  increasing  competition  for  students,  the  availability 
of  good  scholarships  is  an  essential  for  private  institutions. 

•  Edward  Felton,  Jr.,  of  Xansemond,  Ya.,  and  a  fresh- 
man at  Hampden-Sydney,  took  top  honors  in  public  speak- 
ing at  the  1954  National  4-H  Club  Congress  held  in 
Chicago.    His  reward  was  a  $300  college  scholarship. 

•  Not  that  this  is  the  main  reason  for  going  to  college, 
but  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that  a  college  education  is  worth 
about  $100,000.  At  least  the  Institute  of  Life  Insurance, 
basing  its  study  on  data  from  the  I".  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  says  the  average  college  graduate  currently  can 
expect  to  earn  about  $300,000  in  his  lifetime,  the  high 
school  graduate  $200,000,  and  the  person  with  an  elemen- 
tary school  education  $100,000  or  less.

Dr.  Robert  To  Be  New  President 

The  selection  of  Dr.  Joseph  Clarke  Robert,  president  of 
Coker  College,  to  succeed  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  as  presi- 
dent of  Hampden-Sydney  College  at  the  end  of  the  cur- 
rent academic  year,  was  announced  on  January  3.  The 
announcement  was  made  by  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Johns  said  that  the 
appointment  will  enable  Hampden-Sydney  to  continue 
the  progress  that  has  marked  Dr.  Gammon's  tenure  of 
sixteen   years. 

Before  assuming  the  presidency  of  Coker  College  at 
Hartsville,  S.  C  in  IQS2,  Dr.  Robert  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Duke  University  faculty  for  fourteen  years.  During 
that  period  he  had  been,  successively,  assistant  professor 
of  history,  associate  professor  of  history,  professor  of  his- 
tory, and  associate  dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  He  has 
also  taught  at  the  University  of  Richmond,  the  University 
of  Kentucky,  and  Ohio  State  University. 

The  president-elect,  48,  is  a  native  of  State  College, 
Miss.,  where  his  late  father  served  for  many  years  as  dean 
of  Mississippi  State  College's  School  of  Agriculture.  His 
mother  now  lives  at  Lexington,  Va.,  and  he  is  a  brother 
of  Mrs.  Francis  P.  Gaines,  wife  of  the  president  of  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University. 

Dr.  Robert's  wife,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Mercer  Bristow 
Robert,  was  born  in  Richmond  and  is  a  graduate  of  West- 
hampton  College  and  Cornell  University.  They  have 
two  children,  Frank  Chambers  Robert,  a  student  at  David- 


son College,  and  a  daughter,  Carol  Mercer,  now  attend- 
ing high  school. 

Dr.  Robert  received  his  A.B.  magna  cum  laude  from 
Furman  University  in  1927.  Subsequently  he  earned  his 
A.M.  and  Ph.D.  at  Duke.  He  also  attended  Harvard 
University  as  a  Watauga  Fellow.  He  is  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and  Sigma  Chi. 
He  is  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Hartsville. 

Books  written  by  Dr.  Robert  are  The  Tobacco  King- 
dom: Plantation,  Market,  and  Factory  in  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina,  1800-1860;  The  Road  from  Monticello; 
and  The  Story  of  Tobacco  in  America. 

In  an  interview  published  in  the  Richmond  News- 
Leader,  Dr.  Robert,  described  as  a  man  "devoted  to  the 
principle  of  preparing  students  for  a  good  life,  as  distinct 
from  good  living,"  said  he  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  with 
"no  frozen  ideas,"  and  that  he  regarded  the  presidency  as 
"an  enviable  opportunitv  and  an  amazing  challenge."  He 
had  high  praise  for  the  College,  for  Dr.  Gammon,  and  for 
the  long-standing  traditions  which  had  helped  mold  the 
careers  of  Hampden-Sydney  graduates  in  civic  leadership 
and  responsibility. 

Throughout  many  years  of  friendly  association  with  the 
College  and  its  faculty,  Dr.  Robert  said,  he  had  been  im- 
pressed by  the  large  number  of  sons  of  alumni  who  attend 
Hampden-Svdney  and,  in  turn,  send  their  own  sons  there 
for  their  education.  "This  is  a  mark  of  affection  and 
esteem  that  anv  school  could  envy,"  he  noted.  He  added 
that  his  general  plan  on  arrival  would  be  to  absorb  all  he 
could  of  "the  congealed  legacy"  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
past  in  an  effort  to  continue  its  growth  in  the  future. 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  in  commenting  editor- 
ially on  the  appointment,  said : 

"Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert  should  be  a  worthy  successor 
of  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  and  that  is  high  praise  .... 

"Dr.  Robert  comes  from  a  distinguished  academic  back- 
ground, and  is  a  man  with  an  intellectual  turn  of  mind 
who  has  written  several  well-regarded  historical  works 
.  .  .  He  belongs  to  a  remarkable  family  group  which  has 
achieved  academic  distinction  to  an  extraordinary  de- 
gree .... 

"A  man  from  such  a  background  is  likely  to  be  the 
right  man  for  an  ancient  center  of  learning  such  as  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, founded  in  1776,  and  an  institution  which 
has  made  an  enormous  contribution  to  the  State  and  na- 
tion, despite  its  small  enrollment  .... 

"To  this  fine  old  liberal  arts  college,  with  its  well- 
established  traditions  and  its  long  roster  of  graduates  who 
have  been  prominent  and  useful  in  all  walks  of  life,  comes 
Dr.  Robert.  Virginians  everywhere  will  wish  him  well 
in  his  new  post,  for  which  he  appears  to  be  abundantly 
qualified."

Fall  Religious  Emphasis  Series 

The  series  of  religious  services  presented  by  the  Student 
Christian  Association  November  16-18  differed  from  the 
customary  plan  in  presenting  a  variety  of  speakers  in  the 
course  of  the  four  scheduled  meetings.  The  general  theme 
was  "The  Challenge  of  the  Youth  of  Today,"  with  the 
hope  that  the  series  might  provide  fresh  insight  and  new 
power  to  aid  the  college  students  in  solving  their  problems 
and  contributing  to  the  solution  of  present-day  world 
problems. 

The  opening  evening  service  was  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  William  Henry  Crane,  missionary  to  the  Belgian 
Congo.  His  subject  was  "Missions  as  a  Vocation"  (altered 
to  "Missions  as  a  Vacation"  by  a  whimsical  printer),  but 
his  actual  talk  offered  a  much  wider  challenge  to  the 
young  man  of  today  from  the  world  viewpoint.  Follow- 
ing the  meeting,  an  informal  reception  was  held  in  the 
Sunday  School  room. 

The  following  evening  was  given  over  to  a  panel  dis- 
cussion on  the  choice  of  a  vocation.  Dr.  Maurice  Allan, 
'16,  of  the  college  faculty  was  the  moderator.  Speakers 
were  Dr.  Frank  Crawford  of  Farmville,  for  medicine; 
Dr.  Dabney  Lancaster,  president  of  Longwood  College, 
for  teaching;  Dr.  James  M.  Fredricksen  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Chemistry  Department,  for  science;  Mr.  Crane 
for  mission  work;  and  Dean  William  T.  Muse  of  the 
T.  C.  Williams  School  of  Law,  Richmond,  for  law.  Each 
of  the  speakers  presented  his  own  case  with  erudition  and 
wit,  so  convincingly  as  undoubtedly  to  leave  the  student 
audience  attracted  to  all  these  professions  simultaneously. 

The  next  morning  at  a  convocation  of  the  student  body 
the  speaker  was  Dr.  Malcolm  L.  Minnick  of  the  College 
Lutheran  Church,  Salem,  Virginia.  In  his  talk  on  "'The 
Choice  of  Christian  Vocations,"  Dr.  Minnick  showed 
his  genuine  understanding  of  student  problems  and  his 
experience  and  pleasure  in  working  with  young  people. 

A  communion  service  that  evening  concluded  the  series.

Farmville  Lions  Club  Establishes 
Two  College  Scholarships 

Two  college  scholarships  of  seventy-five  dollars  each 
have  been  recently  established  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Farm- 
ville.

He  recently  was 
named  chairman  of  the  West  Virginia  Turnpike  Com- 
mission. 

Dr.  Troland,  tapped  in  absentia,  received  the  M.D.

Douglas  S.  Freeman,  football  as  it  is  played  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  the  genuine  thing,  almost  vanished  from  the  land. 

The  piece  from  which  the  following  excerpt  is  taken 
appeared  in  the  Richmond  News-Leader  on  November  12, 
1954,  the  night  before  the  game  between  Hampden-Sydney 
and  Randolph-Macon.   It  ivas  written  by  J.  B.  Jackson. 

Hampden-Sydney 's  Tigers  and  the  Yellow  Jackets  of 
Randolph-Macon  will  maintain  the  "big  game"  atmos- 
phere on  the  field  at  Death  Valley  tomorrow. 

It  will  be  the  fifty-sixth  game  in  a  series  dating  back  to 
1893  ar>d  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  title  will  go  to 
the  winner. 

However,  the  "big  game"  atmosphere  of  the  playing 
field  at  Death  Valley  is  quite  different  from  that  generated 
at  some  of  the  larger  stadia  across  the  country. 

Death  Valley  is  a  foreboding  name  for  a  pleasant  grid- 
iron on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus  in  Prince  Edward 
County  near  Farmville.  There  are  no  concrete  stands, 
just  bleachers  on  the  west  side  that  go  up  some  10  or  15 
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rows  and  seat  around  1,500  and  a  much  lower  set  on  the 
east  (or  visitors')  side  that  se.it  about  300.  It  the  weather 
is  good  there  will  be  several  hundred  more  spectators 
watching  from  the  hillside  which  rises  to  the  west  and 
fitting  on  the  ground  around  the  field.  It's  strictly  in- 
formal. 

I'lu  second  article,  entitled  "Refreshing  Experience 
Watching  Game  at  J  IS,"  was  written  by  Turn  Land  and 
appeared  in  the  Norfolk  Virginian-Pilot  an  November 
IS,  1954-    I  lie  opening  paragraphs  uere  as  follows: 

A  football  game  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  a  down- 
right refreshing  experience  these  days  and  times  when  the 
collegiate  gridiron  scene  is  studded  with  huge  athletic 
plants  backed  by  a  high  pressure  win-or-else  attitude. 
Among  Virginia's  little  schools,  such  as  Hampden-Sydney, 
Randolph-Macon,  Emory  and  Henry,  Bridgewater  and 
the  like,  football  has  been  given  back  to  the  students. 

The  Tigers  of  Death  Valley  have  no  stadium  as  such, 
just  a  few  temporary  bleachers  on  one  side  of  the  field. 
There  isn't  even  a  fence  around  the  place.  Most  of  the 
crowd  of  about  3,oco  who  witnessed  the  Tigers'  23-0 
upset  of  the  Randolph-Macon  Yellow  Jackets  Saturday 
just  stood  along  the  sidelines,  moving  with  the  ball. 

There  were  no  big  bands,  no  strutting  cheerleaders,  no 
pre-game  or  half-time  ceremonies,  no  blaring  public  ad- 
dress system,  no  press  box — just  football  by  a  bunch  of 
boys  playing  because  of  a  love  of  the  game. 

Surprisingly  enough,  it  was  a  good  brand  of  ball,  too.

Chi  Phi  Magazine  Features 
Brock  Brothers  and  Local  Chapter 

[This  article  appears  here  without  the  prior  knowledge  of  the 
Editor-in-Chief— G.  H.  T.) 

Hampden-Sydney  Chi  Phis  are  featured  in  the  three 
leadingarticles  of  the  September,  1954,  Chi  Phi  Chakett, 
national  publication  of  that  organization. 

The  first  article  is  entitled  "Epsilon  Reviews  87  His- 
tory-Packed Years."  It  was  written  by  Gordon  Macauley 
Lucey,  '54  (now  enrolled  in  Harvard  Law  School).  In 
it  Mr.  Lucey  traces  the  history  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Chapter  from  its  establishment  on  March  2,  1867,  to  the 
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present  day,  when,  "barring  the  vicissitudes  to  which  those 
living  on  this  planet  are  subject  in  the  Atomic  Age,  Epsilon 
should  have  main  nunc  successful  years  ahead." 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  Chi  Phi  Chapter  is  the  oldest 
surviving  fraternitj  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus,  hav- 
ing completed  87  years  of  continuous  existence.  Mr. 
I.ut'ey  sets  forth  the  long  roster  of  Epsilon  men  who  have 

attained  state  ami  national  prominence  during  that  period. 

Two  ol  these  men,  a  pair  of  brothers  famous  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney alumni,  are  given  special  treatment  in  two 
following  articles.  The  first  is  "Robert  Kincaid  Brock, 
Author,  Statesman,  Virginian,"  and  is  based  on  an  un- 
published sketch  by  the  late  President  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  '86.    It  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"Robert  K.  Brock,  Epsilon,  '97,  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  a  boy  when  his  father,  Henry  Clay  Brock, 
joined  the  faculty  as  professor  of  English.  He  entered 
the  freshman  class  in  1893  and  received  the  B.A.  degree 
four  years  later  .... 

"He  gave  early  indication  of  his  promise  as  an  author 
through  his  work  on  the  editorial  staffs  of  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  Magazine  and  The  Kaleidoscope.  This  promise 
has  been  fulfilled  in  later  years  by  his  editorship  of  The 
Record  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Associa- 
tion and  publication  of  two  works:  Archibald  (Jary  of 
A mpi hill  and  Needham  Lair  School,  1S21-42,  these 
volumes  being  standard  authorities  on  their  respective  sub- 
jects. 

"During  the  first  several  years  following  his  graduation 
Mr.  Brock  engaged  in  educational  work  as  teacher  and 
tutor.  He  then  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  Law- 
School,  completing  the  two-year  course  in  one  session 
and  passing  his  State  Bar  examinations  successfully,  after 
which  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Farmville,  Va.,  with 
the  law  firm  of  Watkins  and  Watkins.  In  1906  the  firm 
became  Watkins  and  Brock,  which  name  has  continued 
since. 

"Winning  his  first  election  to  the  State  Senate  of  Vir- 
ginia in  1912,  Mr.  Brock  served  until  1  g  1 6,  and  was  ap- 
pointed to  several  top  committee  posts.  He  returned  to  the 
State  Senate  in  [936,  remaining  there  for  12  years  until  his 
voluntary  retirement  because  of  ill  health. 

"Always  taking  a  keen  interest  in  civic  affairs,  Senator 
Brock  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Southside  Com- 
munity Hospital  at  Farmville  and  has  continued  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  hospital's  Board  of  Managers.  For  a  number 
of  years  he  also  served  as  an  officer  in  the  County  Health 
Association  and  during  World  War  1  became  first 
chairman  of  the  Prince  Edward  Counts  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  remaining  in  that  capacity  for  is 
years.  As  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club  he  was  one  of  the 
moving  spirits  in  establishing  the  Weyanoke  Hotel  in 
Farmville  and  for  many  years  has  been  chairman  of  the 
Prince  Edward   CountJ    Democratic  Committee. 

"During  his  tenure  in  the  State  Senate  it  was  said  of 
Senator  Brock  bv  his  colleagues:  'You  can  trust  him.  lie 
stands  for  nothing  that  he  does  not  believe  is  beneficial 
for  the  public  service.'  LTpon  announcement  in  1948  that 
he  was  retiring  from  the  Senate  for  reasons  of  health, 
among  the  man\  tributes  paid  him  was  '.  .  .  he  brought 
to  politics  the  old-school  qualities  of  honor  and  self-effac- 
ing toil  that,  from  its  foundation,  have  made  Virginia 
great.' 


"As  State  Senator  he  introduced  the  beautifully  worded 
resolution  which  later  brought  Winston  Churchill  to  Vir- 
ginia to  address  the  Assembly  and  it  was  Senator  Brock 
w  ho  conducted  the  British  Prime  Minister  to  the  platform. 
[A  picture  and  account  of  this  historic  occasion  appear  in 
The  Record  of  April,   1946.]    To  the  men  of  Epsilon 

Chapter,  ''I  he  Senator'  has  been  both  father  and  brother 
in  his  capacity  as  Chapter  Advisor  for  almost  half  a  cen- 
tury. His  wise  counsel,  his  gentleness,  patience,  diplomacy, 
and  quiet  humor,  his  undivided  faithfulness  to  Chi  Phi 
are  the  factors  which  have  kept  and  continues  to  keep 
Epsilon  working  smoothly  and  on  top  at  Hampden-Syd- 
ney." 

The  third  article  in  the  Chi  Phi  Chakett  is  headed 
"  'Captain'  Brock  is  Five-Star  Newsman."  It  is  an  ex- 
cerpt from  the  February,  1954,  issue  of  Times  Talk, 
house  paper  of  the  New  York  Times.  The  subject  of  the 
sketch  is  Henry  Irving  Brock,  '95,  who  had  just  completed 
35  consecutive  years  on  the  staff  of  the  Times  and  52  years 
as  a  newspaperman.  Much  of  this  article  was  printed  in 
the  April,  1954,  Record,  to  which  we  refer  our  readers. 


Sunday  School  Building 
Dedicated  To  Dr.  Massey 

On  Sunday,  October  10,  1954,  the  Sunday  School 
building  addition  at  Jamestown  Presbyterian  Church  near 
Rice,  Virginia,  was  dedicated  to  "the  honor  of  God's  Holy 
Name  in  loving  memory  of  Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey, 
beloved  Pastor  and  Friend."  The  dedicatory  services 
were  conducted  by  the  present  pastor  of  the  church,  the 
Reverend  Arthur  H.  Stevens,  '49. 

As  a  part  of  the  program,  Mr.  B.  Calvin  Bass  read  a 
brief  historical  sketch  of  the  church.  It  was  noted  that 
when  the  church  was  established  in  August,  1S70,  it  was 
served  by  students  from  nearby  Hampden-Sydney.  These 
young  men  were  Fleming  Gooch  Railey,  class  of  1878,  who 
later  became  a  minister  in  Bartow,  Florida,  and  Patrick 
Redd  Law,  class  of  1874,  who  also  went  into  the  ministry. 
He  later  became  superintendent  of  public  schools,  and  was 
editor  of  the  Presbyterian  Standard,  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina.  In  1877  the  Reverend  George  H.  Denny,  class 
of  1858,  was  secured  as  Stated  Supply.  Two  other  min- 
isters of  this  church  have  been  Hampden-Sydney  men: 
the  Reverend  W.  E.  Orndoff,  '36,  and  the  present  pastor 
mentioned   above. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  the  close  relationship  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydnej  to  this  Jamestown  church,  which  remains 
todaj  as  one  of  the  stronger  rural  churches  in  the  Synod 
of  Virginia. 

It  was  fitting  indeed  that  this  building  should  have  been 
dedicated  to  Dr.  Massey.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in 
Mis2,  he  was  completing  the  fourth  year  of  his  ministry 
in  this  church.  Mr.  \Y.  L.  Vaughan  in  his  words  about 
Dr.  Masse]  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  paid  high  tribute 
to  him  as  a  friend,  a  counselor,  and  a  Christian.  He  con- 
cluded, "Dr.  Massey  was  one  of  the  most  Godly  men  I 
ever  knew.  I  know  I  speak  tor  Jamestown  Church  when 
I  saj  that  w  e  loved  him  and  that  we  know  bis  influence 
here  will  live  on  and  on.''

DR.  JAMES   W.  WILSON,  '41 

Dr.  Wilson  Is  Promoted 
By  Pharmaceutical  Firm 

Dr.  James  W.  Wilson,  '41,  a  native  of  Rice,  Virginia, 
lias  been  appointed  head  of  the  organic  chemistry  section 
of  Smith,  Kline  &  French  Laboratories  of  Philadelphia. 
This  appointment  was  announced  in  the  early  fall. 

Dr.  Wilson  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Wilson, 
of  Farmville.  After  graduating  from  Hampden-Sydney, 
he  spent  two  years  as  a  graduate  assistant  chemist  at  the 
University  of  Virginia.  In  1943  he  entered  the  University 
as  a  du  Pont  senior  fellow  and  received  his  master's  de- 
gree in  organic  chemistry  in  1944.  In  1946  he  obtained  his 
Ph.D.  degree  at  Virginia.  He  joined  Smith,  Kline  & 
French  as  a  research  chemist  during  the  same  year,  and  in 
1953  became  assistant  to  the  head  of  the  organic  chemistry 
section. 

Dr.  Wilson  married  Miss  Janis  Fortune  of  Phoenix- 
ville,  Pennsylvania,  in  1950.  A  daughter,  Alicia  Demry, 
was  born  on  October  20,  1952.  At  Hampden-Sydney, 
Dr.  Wilson  was  a  member  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  social 
fraternity  and  was  third  honor  graduate  of  his  class.  He 
is  a  member  of  Alpha  Chi  Sigma,  the  Society  of  The 
Sigma  Xi,  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science,  and  the  American  Chemical  Society.  He 
is  a  former  secretary  of  the  Philadelphia  Section  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society,  and  presently  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Organic  Chemistry  Section,  one  of  the  eight  sec- 
tions within  the  Research  and  Development  Division  of 
Smith,  Kline  &  French  Laboratories,  is  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  preparation  and  synthesis  of  chemical  com- 
pounds for  evaluation  as  possible  medicinal  agents.  The 
section  head  is  responsible  for  the  overall  planning  of  the 
scientific  work  of  the  group  and  for  the  supervision  of 
the  personnel  in  the  section. 


Robert  T.  Hubard  Retires 
From  Board  Of  Trustees 

The  retirement  of  Robert  T.  Hubard  of  Buckingham 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  due  to  his  long  and  loyal 
service  to  the  Board  for  a  period  of  twenty-six  years,  and 
further  the  close  connection  of  members  of  his  family  to 
the  College,  calls  for  more  than  passing  mention. 

It  is  a  matter  of  striking  significance  that  his  grand- 
father, Robert  T.  Hubard  I,  was  a  member  of  the  Class 
of  183]  ;  that  his  father  Robert  T.  Hubard,  Jr.,  gradu- 
ated with  first  honor  in  the  Class  of  1859,  a  distinguished 
lawyer  who  practiced  in  Richmond  and  Buckingham 
County,  served  in  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  and  was  a 
gallant  officer  of  the  Confederacy  in  the  War  Between 
the  States;  that  Robert  T.  Hubard  III,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  graduated  in  1897  with  second  honor  and  the 
degrees  of  A.B.  and  B.S. ;  and  that  his  son  of  the  same 
name  graduated  with  distinction  in  the  Class  of  1935, 
later  received  his  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, was  Editor  of  the  lirginia  Law  Review,  a  member 
of  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  the  Raven  Society,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  the  Department  of  Political  Science. 

Moreover,  Mr.  Hubard's  grandfather  on  the  maternal 
side  was  John  R.  Edmunds  of  Halifax,  being  a  member 
of  the  same  class  as  Robert  T.  Hubard,  Jr.  A  brother  of 
Robert  T.  Hubard,  Jr.,  was  Rev.  Edmund  W.  Hubard, 
an  Episcopal  minister  of  the  Class  of  1861. 

The  three  brothers  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch  were 
students  at  Hampden-Sydney — John  Richard  E.  Hubard, 
'94,  Philip  E.  Hubard,  '00,  and  Rev.  Littleton  E.  Hubard, 
D.D.,  of  the  Class  of  '02.  Among  others  of  his  kin  are 
his  two  nephews,  John  B.  Henneman,  Jr.,  '20,  vice  presi- 
dent of  Hanover  Bank  of  New  York,  and  Dr.  Richard  H. 
Henneman,  '29,  now  professor  of  psychology  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia. 

So  far  this  sketch  has  been  devoted  to  members  of  the 
family  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  intimate  connection 
of  this  family  with  Hampden-Sydney. 

Turning  now  to  some  account  of  the  retiring  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  period  at  which  he  was 
a  student,  it  will  be  found  that  he  was  outstanding  in  the 
life  of  the  student  body.  He  won  the  Freshman  Scholar- 
ship for  the  year  1893-94,  served  on  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Magazine  staff  (which  was  at  that  time  a  publication  of 
real  merit),  was  business  manager  of  the  Kaleidoscope  in 
1896  and  editor-in-chief  in  1897.  While  at  college  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Chi  Phi  Social  Fraternity.  After  his 
graduation  he  taught  for  four  years,  and  then  decided  to 
follow  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father  and  chose  the  pro- 
fession of  law.  He  was  in  the  law  department  at  the 
University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  for  a  time  and  then 
attended  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  first  practiced 
law  in  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  then  moved  to  Fayette- 
ville,  West  Virginia,  where  he  enjoyed  a  lucrative  practice 
for  forty  years. 

He  married  Miss  Ruth  Drewry  Whittle  of  Martins- 
ville, Va.,  a  daughter  of  Judge  Stafford  G.  Whittle  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia.  She  died 
early  in  191 9,  leaving  their  four  infant  children,  who 
were  tenderly  and  carefully  reared  and  given  the  best  of 
educations  by  their  devoted  father. 
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A  few  years  after  thej  were  grown,  Mr.  Hubard  gave 
up  the  practice  of  law  in  Fayetteville  and  returned  to 
his  old  home  "Chellowe"  in  Buckingham  County.  Later 
he  moved  to  a  smaller  house  which  he  built  a  few  miles 
from  the  old  home,  where  he  now  resides.  Soon  after  he 
returned  to  his  native  county,  he  was  elected  Common- 
wealth's Attorney  for  the  four-year  term,  but  within  the 
year  he  resigned  this  position  and  has  now  retired  from 
active  practice. 

Mr.  Hubard  is  a  man  of  unusual  ability,  most  attrac- 
tive personality,  unbounded  energy,  and  sterling  character. 
He  has  always  been  a  most  useful  citizen  in  civic  and  re- 
ligious life  wherever  he  has  been  .located. 

He  is  a  speaker  of  exceptional  effectiveness,  logical  and 
convincing.  His  address  delivered  before  the  Society  of 
Alumni  in  the  old  Chapel  in  Mcllwaine  Hall  a  number 
of  years  ago  was  received  with  enthusiasm  by  his  audience 
and  his  speech  was  then  and  is  still  remembered  as  one  of 
the  best  the  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  have  been  privileged 
to  hear. 

Hampden-Sydney  loses  the  services  of  a  most  valuable 
member  of  the  Board,  but  his  interest  in  the  college  will 
continue.  Although  he  has  passed  the  three  score  and  ten 
period,  he  is  still  very  alert  and  active  and  should  have 
many  more  vears  of  usefulness  before  him.

Books  By  Alumni 

FIFTY  YEARS  IN  CHINA,  by  John  Leighton  Stuart, 
'96;  Random  House,  N.  Y.,   1954;  XX,  346  pp.  $5.00. 

In  1896,  a  day  before  his  twentieth  birthday,  John 
Leighton  Stuart  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege with  the  B.A.  and  B.Litt.  degrees.  Fifty  vears  later, 
in  1946,  on  the  recommendation  of  General  George  C. 
Marshall,  he  was  appointed  United  States  Ambassador  to 
the  Republic  of  China.  In  between,  he  had  returned  to 
China,  the  land  of  his  birth,  as  a  Presbyterian  missionarj  ; 
in  1919  had  become  the  first  president  oi  Yenching  Uni- 
versity; and  during  World  War  11  had  been  a  prisoner 
of  the  Japanese  for  nearly  four  vears.  As  Ambassador  to 
China  he  found  himself  helpless  to  stave  off  the  failure  of 
American  policy  in  that  country  and  the  collapse  of  the 
Nationalist  cause. 

Dr.  Stuart,  now  in  retirement,  has  written  an  absorbing 
account  of  a  full  and  eventful  life,  played  on  an  ever- 
expanding  stage.  The  picture  revealed  is  that  of  a  great 
though  humble  man,  still  hopeful  that  the  monstrous  evil 
hi  Communism  will  not  prevail  in  China  and  that  his 
life's  work  and  that  of  his  fellow  missionaries  and  their 
Chinese  colleagues  will  not  have  been   in  vain. 
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The  book,  a  major  publication  of  the  fall  season,  has 
been  extensively  reviewed  in  the  national  press  because  of 
the  insight  it  affords  into  Chinese  and  international  de- 
velopments. Hampden-Sydney  alumni  will  find  additional 
interest  in  the  reference  to  the  College  and  some  of  its 
men.  As  a  student  at  Pantops  Academy,  Charlottesville, 
the  young  Stuart  was  led  to  attend  Hampden-Sydney 
largely  through  his  admiration  for  two  of  his  teachers  who 
were  recent  graduates  of  the  College.  They  were  George 
H.  Denny,  '91,  teacher  of  Latin  and  Greek,  later  presi- 
dent of  Washington  and  Lee  University  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  and  James  L.  Bell,  '92,  teacher  in 
English  literature. 

At  Hampden-Sydney  Dr.  Stuart  joined  the  Sigma  Chi 
fraternity  and  the  Philanthropic  Literary  Society.  His 
best  college  friend  was  E.  Lee  Trinkle,  '96,  later  Gover- 
nor of  Virginia.  "Kindly  and  scholarly"  Professor  Brock 
helped  him  in  the  composition  of  his  Greek  oration  which 
he  delivered  at  the  1896  commencement  as  a  second  honor 
graduate;  "I  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  there 
would  be  no  other  critics  among  the  perspiring  audience." 

A  little  further  on  he  writes:  "Hampden-Sydney  in 
my  day  was  very  strongly  denominational  in  conduct  and 
control.  In  the  same  neighborhood  was  Union  Theological 
Seminary  (soon  to  be  removed  to  Richmond)  which  was 
almost  like  a  graduate  school  to  the  college.  There  were 
many  college  students  preparing  for  the  ministry.  Again 
the  religious  requirements  seemed  to  me  to  be  expected, 
and  in  the  main  the  spiritual  atmosphere  was  earnest  and 
sincere.  We  students  did  not  admire  the  scholarship  or 
social  origin  of  most  of  the  ministerial  students,  nor  in  all 
cases  their  moral  behavior.  The  compulsory  Bible  courses 
were  deadly  dull,  the  chapel  and  Sunday  services  none  too 
inspiring.  But  this  was  not  thought  of  with  impatience 
or  protest." 

Dr.  Stuart  was  last  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus  in 
September,  1949,  when  he  was  initiated  into  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa,  national  leadership  society.  He  was  later 
elected  to  membership  in  the  local  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa. 

MY  ONE  HUNDRED  CHILDREN,  by  Bernard  E. 

Bain,  '28,  with  Dale   Kramer;  New  York,   Simon   & 

Schuster,  1954;  211  pages,  $3.00. 

Wide  acclaim  has  been  given  in  the  press  to  this  book 
by  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  distinguished  alumni.  It  is 
a  book  to  be  read  by  all  who  are  interested  in  children 
and  most  especially  those  children  who  are,  for  various 
reasons,  without  a  normal  home  life. 

Dr.  Bain  seeks  to  prove  in  the  pages  of  this  book  that 
institutional  living,  conducted  on  a  basis  similar  to  that  of 
the  Presbyterian  Home  in  Lynchburg,  is  the  best  solution 
to  the  problem  of  child  care.  He  says,  "Some  fifty  years 
ago,  partlv  ow  ing  to  the  grimness  of  most  institutions, 
partly  due  to  greater  emphasis  on  the  value  of  family 
warmth,  there  was  a  major  swing  toward  reliance  on 
foster  homes.  In  the  minds  of  many  of  today's  welfare 
and  social  workers — perhaps  in  most  of  them — any  home 
is  preferable  to  the  best  institution.  They  feel  the  insti- 
tution should  be  used  as  a  kind  of  temporary  barracks 
for  housing  a  child  until  a  home  can  be  found,  or  for  older 
children  who  are  likely  to  find  adjustment  to  a  private 
home  difficult.    I  do  not  agree." 

The  book  sets  apart  in  a  distinct  way  the  foster  home 
and  the  adoptive  home.    In  either  case  the  love  of  children 
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DR.  BERNARD  E.  BAIN,  '28 

is  the  one  and  only  answer.  This  love  of  children  Dr. 
Bain  has  in  large  measure.  Through  the  pages  of  this 
book,  that  love  is  shown  in  the  stories  of  many  of  the 
children,  appealingly  told  by  the  author.  Here,  too,  do 
we  find  accounts  of  the  various  boys'  and  girls'  groups 
well  known  to  the  people  of  Virginia,  the  "Shoeless  Won- 
ders" and  the  several  singing  choirs.  These  groups  have 
been  the  best  advertisement  the  Home  could  have,  going 
many  places  throughout  this  area,  leaving  behind  them  a 
feeling  of  warmth  toward  the  Home  from  which  they 
have  come. 

Although  this  is  a  book  about  children,  it  is  the  story 
of  the  greater  part  of  one  man's  life.  It  is  the  story  of 
Bernard  E.  Bain,  a  friend  to  boys  and  girls,  and  how  he 
lives  with  them  through  all  their  joys  and  sorrows,  their 
successes  and  failures,  in  the  home  which  he,  more  than  any 
other  one  person,  has  made  for  them.  One  cannot  read 
this  book,  and  certainly  all  should  read  it,  without  com- 
ing face  to  face  with  this  humble  and  great  Christian  man. 


Thomas  Cary  Johnson 
Portrait  Unveiled 

A  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  Thomas  Cary  Johnson,  '82, 
was  unveiled  in  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  on  October  17.  1 954.  Dr.  Johnson 
was  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  serving  from  1908  until 
1926.  He  was  a  distinguished  teacher  in  Lnion  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  beginning  here  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1891  as  professor  of  English  Bible  and  Pastoral  Theology, 
and  subsequently  taught  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity, 
and  Systematic  Theology.  In  1891  Hampden-Sydney  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  and  in 
1899,  the  LL.D.  degree.  He  was  a  prolific  writer  and  is 
best  known  for  his  two  massive  biographies :  The  Life 
and  Letters  of  Robert  Leivis  Dabney  and  The  Life  and 
Letters  of  Benjamin  Morgan  Palmer. 
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1900

1954  Little  All-America 


JOHN  STOKELEY  FULTON,  '55 
Little  All-.  Imerican 

The  climax  to  a  fine  football  career  came  on  December 
3.  when  Co-Captain  Stokeley  FYlton  of  Hampden-Sydney 
was  named  to  the  1954  Little  All- America  team  as  picked 
by  the  Associated  Press  in  New  York.  Fulton  was  named 
as  the  center  on  the  first  string. 

Stokeley,  a  24-year-old  senior  from  Danville,  Virginia, 
was  selected  along  with  players  from  ten  other  schools 
making  up  the  first  team.  In  all  three  teams  were  picked, 
and  thirty-two  schools  gained  recognition.  Some  of  the 
other  colleges  placing  boys  on  the  star-studded  eleven 
were  Florida  State,  Mississippi  Southern,  and  Delaware. 

Fulton  is  the  second  player  from  Hampden-Sydney  to 
gain  a  spot  on  the  team  in  six  years.  Lynn  Chewning  was 
picked  to  the  mythical  eleven  in   1948. 

At  180  pounds  Fulton  was  the  lightest  man  on  the 
first  team.  He  was  named  to  center  although  most  of 
his  collegiate  career  was  spent  at  guard.  He  was  put  at 
center  after  the  opening  game  of  the  past  campaign. 

This  year  Fulton  is  president  of  the  student  body,  and 
president  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha.  He  was  selected  to  the  All 
Little  Seven  team,  named  as  the  outstanding  small  college 
player  in  Virginia,  and  as  the  outstanding  sportsman  in 
the  Little  Seven  Conference.  The  latter  honor  was  ac- 
corded by  the  Bedford,  Virginia,  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 


Football 

The  1954  edition  of  the  Tiger  football  team  in  many 
respects  was  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  to  appear  at 
Death  Valley.    Not  that  their   5-3   record   was  anything 


sensational  or  anything  to  rave  about.  But  the  fact  re- 
mains that  they  came  back  and  won  five  straight  after 
losing  their  first  three  games,  and  this  in  itself  was  quite 
an  accomplishment. 

Under  the  able  guidance  of  coaches  Jim  Hickey,  Bob 
Thalman,  and  Claude  Milam  the  team  began  to  draw  rave 
notices  back  during  drills  in  early  September.  However, 
the  Tigers  did  not  live  up  to  expectation  during  their  first 
three  games,  and  opened  with  a  40-0  loss  to  Richmond.  On 
October  2  Homecoming  fans  saw  them  dropped  by  Emory 
and  Henry  21-6.  The  following  week  the  Bengals  traveled 
to  Johns   Hopkins,   and  again  came  out  on  the  short  end 

14-13- 

The  next  week,  after  several  alterations  in  the  Tiger 
line-up  and  being  picked  by  sportswriters  to  lose,  the  Ben- 
gals rebounded  and  soundly  trounced  Western  Maryland 
38-6.  It  was  the  first  time  that  Hampden-Sydney  has 
been  able  to  defeat  the  Maryland  club.  Then  the  Presby- 
terians began  to  roll.  In  the  next  four  games,  they  held 
the  combined  opposition  to  seven  points. 

At  home  again  they  had  little  trouble  turning  back 
Sewanee  14-0,  and  at  Bridgewater  posted  a  21-7  per- 
formance. In  the  Randolph-Macon  game,  annual  high- 
light of  Virginia  small  college  football,  they  downed  the 
Yellow  Jackets  23-0.  At  the  time  the  Ashlanders  had  a 
six-game  win  streak  going. 

The  final  game  of  the  campaign  was  played  on  a  rain- 
soaked  field  at  Danville,  Virginia,  and  although  the  Tigers 
went  down  deep  into  Guilford  territory  twice,  they  were 
unable  to  score  via  the  touchdown  route.  With  the  game 
in  its  waning  minutes  Guilford  fumbled  deep  in  their 
own  territory.  The  Bengals  were  short  of  a  first  down  by 
a  yard  and  a  half,  and  with  fourth  down  up,  elected  to 
try  for  a  field  goal.  Co-Captain  Cabell  Rives  of  Black- 
stone  put  the  ball  squarely  between  the  uprights  with  only 
two  minutes  remaining  to  put  the  game  on  ice  at  3-0. 
It  was  Rives'  third  field  goal  in  as  many  attempts  during 
the  season,  and  in  addition  he  made  good  on  thirteen  of 
thirteen  conversions  after  touchdowns. 

Thus  the  Tigers  copped  their  fourth  winning  season 
in  as  many  years  under  Coach  Hickey.  Although  a  5-3 
record  is  not  the  best,  the  '54  season  will  go  down  as  one 
of  the  finest  in  the  Tiger  record  book. 

Five  men  will  be  lost  from  the  team  through  gradua- 
tion in  Cabell  Rives,  Stokeley  Fulton,  Tom  Glascock,  Jim 
Overbey,  and  Alton  Bryant.  They  will  all  be  hard  to 
replace,  but  with  some  good  material  on  hand  for  the 
1955  season,  the  future  is  bright. 

Tigers  Dominate  Little  Seven 

For  the  second  time  in  as  many  years,  Hampden-Sydney 
dominated  the  All  Little  Seven  football  team  as  picked  by 
the  Associated  Press.  In  all,  seven  Tiger  players  were  rep- 
resented on  the  mythical  team,  five  of  them  as  first 
stringers. 

Hampden-Sydney  men  chosen  to  the  first  team  were 
center  Stokeley  Fulton,  Danville;  fullback  Cabell  Rives, 
Blackstone;  halfback  Bill  LeHew,  Clifton  Forge  ;  tackle 
Jim  Frazer,  Richmond  ;  and  end  Ronnie  Henry,  Rich- 
mond.   Picked  to  the  honorable  mention  ranks  were  end 
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Jim  Overbey,  Danville,  and  Jim  Smith,  Hurley,  quarter- 
back. 

In  1953  Hampden-Sydney  placed  six  men  on  the  first 
team.  Fulton  ami  Henry  are  the  only  repeaters  from  last 
season  for  the  Timers  on  the  first  eleven.  Rives  was  an 
honorable  mention  choice  in  '53.  lie  tied  tor  state  scoring 
honors  this  year  with  Randolph-Macon's  Bernie  Pinch- 
beck, also  ot   Blackstone.    Both  collected  46  points. 


'55  Football  Card  Shaping  Up 

.Athletic  Director  Jim  Hickey  has  announced  that  the 
Tigers  will  play  at  least  eight  football  games  in  1955,  and 
possibly  nine  if  it  can  be  arranged. 

There  will  be  at  least  one  newcomer  on  the  card  in 
Washington  &  Lee.  The  Generals  are  scheduled  to  come 
to  Death  Valley  on  November  5  in  '55,  and  the  Tigers 
will  return  the  game  at  Lexington  in  November  of  1 956. 
The  game  will  mark  the  first  time  the  two  schools  have 
met  on  the  gridiron  since  1946,  when  the  Generals  turned 
back  the  Tigers  41-6.

1898  CALLITHUMP

five  o'clock  in  my  study.

This  letter,  a  holograph,  has  been  received  at  the 
Record  office,  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  explanation  from 
that  same  student  of  1898,  now  president  of  the  Ada 
Coca-Cola  Bottling  Company  of  Ada,  Oklahoma.  Mr. 
Blake,  '00,  writes  as  follows: 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Record: 

Dear  Sir: 

Thought  you  would  be  interested  in  the  enclosed  letter 
I  received  from  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine  when  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, for  publication  in  The  Record. 

I  hope  that  there  are  some  of  the  fellows  still  living 
who  will  recall  this  event  and  the  occasion  of  this  sum- 
mons. 

I  have  forgotten  who  it  was  that  gave  the  party.  Any- 
way, he  gave  this  party  to  a  bunch  of  Seminates,  Union 
Theological  students.  He  was  going  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
None  of  us  fellows  were  invited.  We  felt  slighted.  Our 
feelings  were  hurt,  so  we  proceeded  to  serenade  the  party. 
We  mighty  near  broke  it  up.  Our  music  was  not  appre- 
ciated. Our  main  instrument  was  a  horse  fiddle,  a  barrel 
with  a  2x4  for  the  bow.  You  can  imagine  the  sound  it 
made.  Tin  buckets  for  drums.  They  called  it  a  calli- 
thump. 

Next  day  all  who  pulled  the  part  received  a  letter  from 
dear  Dr.  Mc. — about  ten  of  us.  The  whole  student  body 
turned  out  to  see  us  march  up  the  walk  to  Dr.  Mellwaine's 
office.  They  kept  time  for  us  as  we  walked.  It  was  lots 
of  fun  for  them,  but  not  for  us.  We  were  scared,  expect- 
ing to  be  sent  home.  We  were  trembling  when  we  were 
ushered  into  his  office.  .After  a  nice  fatherh  talk  and  our 
apology  and  a  promise  never  to  do  anj  more  serenading 
with  a  horse  fiddle,  we  were  vcr\  happ\  to  get  out  of  the 
whole   affair. 

We  had   only   about    12S   boys   then,   and    naturally   we 
had  to  think  tip  things  to  do.    It  was  rather  quiet  then. 
Regards  to  all  my  old   friends.
